' How very important it is that the mov- 
ing ‘picture record of the, Empire put 
before the eyes of the world shbuld.be not 
only produced by « British subject, but 
exploited under ' British auspices, can 
never be too strongly emphasised. 1t is 
somewhat disquieting in these .circum- 
stances to learn that a. big American 
producing concern actually. elaborated a 
plan about three years ago to acquire 
control of cinema theatres in all the 
principal: centres in [ndia, with the object 
of exhibiting in them exclusively American 
films. "This ‘project, said the witness who 
in the American .courts recently tostified 
as to its existence, was, ha unders! , part 
of larger comperchensive plan to’ make 
Americana films predominate every whore, or,’ 
ns another witness euphemistically put it, 
““to control the theatrical situation.” So far, 
as India is concerned, the whole plan was 
suddenly, to quote the first witness, “ called 
off” in the spring of 1921. On tho olher 
‘hand, ‘both in South Africa ‘and in 
Australia, the “ theatrical situation” is said 
to havo been practically “controlled” for 
some time. If trade follows the film, as. it 
logically and inevitably must, it is need- 
less to point out how disastrous such # 
condition of things is’ for British enterprise, 
and still more for British prestiee.
